The  championship  trophies  of  the- 
nineteenth  annual  track  and  field  meet  for  tlie  High  Schools  of  North- 
West  Missouri,  held  here  at  tlie  College  last  Saturday,  went  to  St.  Joseph  ■ 
llcnton  for  Class  A  with  49  1-2  points  and  Ridgeway  for  Class  15  with 
24  points.  Benton  also  copped  botli  tlie  medley  and  half-mile  relay  cups 
in  the '  upper  class  while  IMaltsburg  won  the  medley  and  Fairfax  the 
half-mile  relay  in  die  B  class. 

Thirlv-onc  of  tlie  fifty  high  schools  entered  in  tlie  meet  registered 
for  points  and  three  records,  tlie  javelin,  shotput,  and  medley  relay,  were 
shattered  by  the  1928  trackstcrs.  A  big  crowd  was  in  attendance  and 
“old-timers”  declared  that  never  in  Hie  nineteen  years  lias  the  Weather 
Man  served  more  suitable  weather  for  tlie  meet.  A  strong,  dusty  west 
wind  was  tlie  only  thing  that  kept  the  weather  from  being  a  hundred 
percent.  .  The  meet  started  at  1:30  after  tlie  preliminaries  had  been  run 
off  in  tlie  morning,  and  at  4:10  Hie  winners  had  carried  off  their  trophies 
from  the  twenty-eight  events  of  the  two  classes.

Then  came  the  making  of  ice  cream. 
The  children  saw  tlie  complete  process 
from  tho  pouring  of  tlie  cream  to  the 
solidly  frozen  ie'c  cream.  After  tlie 
machinery  lias  stirred  thu  cream  about 
tcii.'.or  fifteen  minutes  uml  the  ice 
cream  was  still  soft,  it  was  trunsfeered 
to  a  ten. gallon  shipping  container  and 
then  placed  in  a  room  where  the  tem¬ 
perature  was  zero  or  lower.
